LONDON, Jar. 10.—The British sub- 
marine L-24, which left Portland with 
the Atlantic fleet today, was rammed 
by the battleship Resolution off Port- 
land. The crew numbered forty-three 
officers and men, All available salvage 
vessels were immediately dispatched 
from Portland. 

Latest reports state that the L244 
has been located about eleven miles 
southwest of Portland Bill, lying in 
thirty fathoms. It is impossible to say

worst is feared. Rescue fleets are

A coroner's jury, acting under Dep- 
uty Davis. yesterday absolved Winke 
Merio,.a former saloonkeeper at 1925 
Allport avenue, from blame in connec- 
tion with the fatal shooting of Edmund 
Hurst, a policeman of the Maxwell 
street station, on Christmas eve.
